Steamer Naomi Eaten to Water's 


Edge by Flame-All Passengers 


Saved, But Coal Passers Die 


MEN OF AFFAIRS IN FORT W A Y N E

Grand Haven, Mich., May 21.—Four 


coal passers were burned to death and 
one passenger, J. M. Khoartes, of De- 
troit, was fatally burned 
when 
the 


Crosby line steamer Naomi, formerly 
the Wisconsin, was burned to the wa- 
ter's edge early today in the middle 
of Lake Michigan. Fifty passengers 
and all of the crew except.the four 
coal passers were taken off in small 
boats by the steamer Stratford and 
tho Naomi's sister ship, the Kansas, 
which were en route from Milwaukee 
to Grand Haven. The loss on 
the 


Naomi, which 
was in command of 


Captain Thomas Trail!, is estimated at 
$225,000. 
After the passengers and 


crew were rescued a barge which had 
been attracted to the scene by the lire, 
put a line on the burning hulk and Is 
now towing her to Grand Haven. 


The fire started in the vicinity of 


the 
kitchen, between 
decks, 
and 


spread so rapidly that the whole ship 
•was a seething 
furnace 
before the 


crew could get the fire apparatus work- 
ing. 


Fire Sweeps Whole Ship. 


Fire swept the whole length of the 


ship and the upper works burned like 
tinder. 
It is considered miraculous 


that the passengers all escaped. Many 
of them were taken off in their night 
clothes, while scarcely any one was 
more than partially clad. 


The fire was not discovered by any 


of the Naomi's crew but was first seen 
toy the lookout on the steamer Kansas 
which Was proceeding in the opposite 
direction from Milwaukee to Grand 
Haven. The Kansas made directly for 
the Naomi and in the meantime the 
passengers of the ill-fated boat were 
heing awakened. 


Captain Thomas Traill was-the last 


man to leave the steamer alive and 
tiis clothing was almost burned off 
from him. 
The four coal passers who perished 


.•wore below in their bunks and are be 
lieved to have been 
penned down 


there by the flames, 'niey 'are be 
lieved to have shipped from Milwait 
kee.It is said by the passengers that the 
screams of the dying men in tho hold 
were heard, hut, that it was impossi 
We to reach them.

President of Manufacturers' 


Association Springs Plan 


For Open Shop. 


New York, Mny 21.—A fund of $1,- 
00,000 to be expended in fighting "in- 
dustrial oppression" in the next three 
years, was called 
for by President 


James W. Van Cleave, of the National 
Association of Manufacturers at their 
annual convention in this city today. 
President Van Cleave appointed a 
committee of thirty-five members to 
find a way to raise the money. 


Mr. Van Cleave announced his plan 


at tho conclusion of his annual ad- 
dress, in, the course of which he de- 
clared the 
principles of the associa- 


tion, to be to maintain the open shop; 
to oppose the boycott .limitation of ap- 
prentices and limitation of output, and 
to oppose dictation by labor unions. 
Pie also declared that the manufactur- 
ers must, combat the 
newer issues 


caused by the determination of labor 
union leaders to terrorize the presi- 
dent, congress, judges and juries. 


President Van Cleave added: 
"We want to federate the manufac- 


turers of this country to effectively 
fight industrial oppression. The pres- 
ident ought to have fully $500,000 a 
year for the next three years. We 
should certainly provide ways and 
means to properly finance the associa- 
tion, to federate the employers of the 
country and to educate our officers to 
a proper sense of their own duty, pa- 
triotism and self interest." 


President Van Cleave then appoint- 


ed a committee to confer with him to- 
night as to the ways of raising the 
money.

Irish loadors, would be rejfiotod, and 
that a resolution to lie introduced hy 
John E. Redmond, chairman of the 
Irish parliamentary party, settling the 
fate of the bill, had been prepared. 


Packed Vith Delegates. 


The floor of the rotunda was packed 


with delegates from many societies 
nnd constituencies representing every 
part of Ireland. The Irish members 
of parliament were 
present. In full 


force and many of the Catholic clergy j 
were conspicuous on the platform. 


Seated beside Mr. Redmond were 


the American delegates, John O'Cal- 
laghan, secretary of the United Irish 
league; T. B. Fitzpatrick, treasurer 
of the league, and Patrick J. Timmins, 
a member of the executive committee 
of the league; a venerable man who 
is pointed out. to every one as John 
Parnell; Richard Croker, whose close 
cropped heard 
Is now comparatively 


white and several bishops. 


Redmond Presided. 


Mr. Redmond, who presided, was 


greeted with great cheering when he 
rose to speak. His first words were: 


"The heart' of every Irishman in 


the world, goes out to John Dillon in 
the hour of his great, affliction." 


•A resolution of sympathy with Mr. 


Dillon' In the loss of his wife was 
adopted, as was another for the widow 
o£ Michael Davltt, who died since the 
last convention and recalling Davltt's 
imprisonment for Ireland's sake and

Mr. Redmond then read the resolu

Ireland or bring peace and c.ontentmen 
to our people but a measure of self gov 
ernment which will give the Irish peopl 
complete control of their domestic af 
fairs.

our heliet that it Is Impossible to profluc 
any logical or workable scheme for re 
sponsinillty In Ireland short of thn con 
cession of homo ruin In accnrilance wit 


i-snliitlon of the national directors of 
In- 5th f.f F.-rmiary.

ounded. The Irish members of par- 
iament were not committed to any 
iart of the bill or to the government. 
They had voted for its introduction in 


r to fulfill their promises and so 


hat the government's proposals might -' 
10 submitted to a convention. 


Summarizing his views, Mr. Red- 


mond asserted that the Birrell bill 
was not workable and therefore would 
end in disgrace and disaster; its fail- 
ure would he used as an argument 
against Ireland's 
capacity 
for self- 


government and its operation would 
result in the demoralization of the na- 
tionalist ^pnrty • and -existing unity, 
which was Ireland's strongest weapon. 


Criticised the Bill. 


Mr. Redmond criticised the details 


of the financial and other features of 
the bill as being inadequate when 
compared with the great powers giv- 
en to the lord lieutenants. • Govern- 
ment by committees, he said, was un- 
heard of. Knowing the constitution 
of the British parliament he knew it 
was useless to hope to secure satisfac- 
tory amendments t.o the measure. 


In conclusion Mr. Redmond said: 
"The liberal party must drop the 


Roseberyile Idea and must come-back 
to the standard of Gladstone. People 
talked of an alliance of the Irish party 
with the liberals. 
The Irish party is 


independent. It can have an alliance 
with no English party that, does not 
put home rule in the front of its plat- 
form." 


After Mr. Redmond had concluded 


his remarks, speeches seconding the 
resolution were made.

He has made friends 
Indiscriminately in the senate, both 
among democrats 
and republicans, 


and ho is intensely popular, but not at 
all in a political way. Everybody in 
Washington talks about the Fairbanks 
machine, but there are precious few 
who can say that they have heard 'the 
wheels go round. 


This curious political condition is 


equally noticeable here in Indianapo- 
lis. 
One naturally would expect to 


find in the vice president's home city 
a semi-public 
organization, created 


and managed for the express purpose 
of booming him for the presidency. 
Yet one can find nothing half so stren- 
uous as the Taft organization at Co- 
lumbus and Cincinnati.

The 
woman called the police and two offi- 
cers responded. She promised to come 
to headquarters and file affidavits 
against Miller as soon as she could 
change clothes. She did not appear, 
however, and it -*-as intimated last 
night that fear kept, her from It. Be- 
fore becoming the wife of Miller, it 


Upon receipt of news of tho mur- 


der at local police headquarters the 
night patrolmen were Instructed to 
be on the lookout for him but Jailed 
to find that-he had visited any of 
his friends or his family here. To- 
day his picture was obtained from 
the Bertillon department and exhibit- 
ed to the members of the force for 
the purpose of identifying him. 


Miller was sent to the reformatory 


at Jeffersonville on August 1, 1901, 
and was recommitted from hero two 
years later.

show the crime he was charged with 
nit since his return froro prison ho 
las been in trouble.

about him.

was organized at Decatur, 111.. April C. 
IKfifi. by Dr. B. F. Stephenson, of 
Springfield, who had served ns sur- 
geon of .the Fourteenth Illinois infan- 
Sry, and at the close of the war re- 
turned to his practice In Springfield, 
where. In February 1XC6, he first sug' 
gested the idea of this organization 
and made the draft lor a ritual. After 
consulting a number of army friends, 
ho deputed Capt. John S. Phelps to 
supervise the printing of the ritual in 
the oflice of the Tribune, at Decatur. 
the proprietors of which. Messrs. Col- 
trin ami Pryor. with their compositors, 
had been Vnicu soldiers. Through the, 
efforts of these gentlemen an organi- 
zation was at once effected in Deca- 
tur, 
III., and Post 1, of the 0. A. R. 


was formed. 
This was followed by 


the formation of Post. 2, nt Springfield. 
111. Posts were thereafter rapidly es- 
tablished throughout Illinois and in 
the states of Wisconsin, Indiana.

a repeating rifle, killing James Hare 
and wounding the four other white 
men.

ging their dead and wounded with

oon as the posse retreated, although 
t was possible for him to have shot 
down the others.

During the first fighting 
which followed one of the negroes 
fired his revolver without injuring any 
one. The police dispersed the rioters 
and arrested the negro who did the 
shooting.
